the COUSML is "the seizure of political power by revolutionary violence, 
guiding the proletariat in`its struggle to overthrow the dictatorship 
of the bourgeoisie and establish the dictatorship of the proletariat 
so as to achieve communism." All of the strategy, tactics, policies, 
plans, and campaigns of the COUSML are directed towards achieving this 
basic program. The Newark Student Wonne disseminates and elaborates 
the political line of the COUSML, and the NSM develops and impliments 
its particular program at E.C.C. under the guidance of the political 
line of the COUSML. 

Te Newark Student Movement applies the revolutionary theory of 
Marxism-Leninism-Mao Tsetung Thought to the concrete conditions at E.C.C. 
Marxism-Leninism-Mao Tsetung Thought is the most ‘advanced theory in 
history. It is the theory of the modern working class, che most power= 
ful and revolutionary class in history. The basic interests of the 
proletariat and students are identical. The solution to the problems 
of both lies in overthrowing the dictatorship of ha bourceotaié and 

“establishing the dictatorship of the proletariat so as to achieve 
communism. The proletariat and the students share a common enemy, the 
monopoly capitalist class, and both constantly fight against the attacks 
of the monopoly capitalists. But in. this common struggle, the working 
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atin 
class, as the most advanced class must lead in everything. In the realm of 
theory, the proletariat must also lead. In order to succed in their strug- 
gles, students must, therefore, come under the leadership of the advanced 
theory of the proletariat, Marxism-Leninism-Mao Tsetung Thoug t. 

Mao Tsetung Thought 1s the Marxism-Leninism of our era, the era when 
imperialism is being destroyed by proletarian revolution. Chairman Mao is 
the greatest Marxist-Leninist of our contemporary era. Over decades of com- 
plex struggles against the class enemies, he integrated the universal truth 
ef Marxism-Leninism with the concrete practice of the Chinese and world 
revolution. He inherited, defended and developed Marxism-Leninism to a new 
stage, that of Marxism-Leninism-Mao Tsetung Thought. 

Fellow students, Marxism-Leninism-Mao Tsetung Thought is a living guide 
to action that is today lighting the revolutionary path of millions of peo- 
ple worldwide. Marxism-Leninism-Mao Tsetung Thought is a weapon for C'hang- 
ing the world. 

Mao Tsetung Thought spread worldwide and first came to the U.S. in the 
1960's during the Great Proletarian Cultural Revolution in China. This was 
a time when the struggles of the students, the Afro-American people, :: and 
the working class were at a hich tide. The most serious and thoughtful ac- 
tivists in these struggles took up Mao Tsetung Thought as their own. Summ- 
ing up their experience in struggle, these revolutionaries saw that in order 
for the American revolution to succeed, a permanent political party of the 
most advanced elements of the proletariat, a Communist Party, was necessary. 
Only a Communist Party could sustain and give guidance to the revoluttionary 
Strugrles of the working class and people. Since the so-called "Communist" 
Party U.S.A. had by the 1960's abandoned revolution and became an ally of 
the bourgeoisie, the revolutionaries who adopted Mao Tsetung Thought saw 
that it was their central task to build the new Communist Party. Today, it 


is the COUSML who is shouldering this task in the U.S. 


But as has been stated, Mao Tsetung Thought is not only a guide for re- 
volutionaries, it is a guide to all students as well. Ever since E.C.C. was 
opened, its students have been rebelling against reactionaries. In the late 
1960's and early 1970's, the 7.C.C. students fought in the hundreds against 
various forms of racial discrir ination. During these struggles, the students 
bravely defied the capitalist state machine (government). when the capital- 
ists called on their courts and police to halt the student nornen the 
students ignored the court orders and were not intiminated by the police. 
More recently, E.C.C. students opposed the monopoly capitalist attempts to 


make the students pay for their crisis such as the budget cuts and the cuts 
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in the biling al program, 

In 1975, some E.C.C. students formed the Afro-Asian-Latin American 
#soples' Solidarity Forum (Newark), an anti-imperialist organisation pri- 
marily of Third World people living in the U.S. The Solidarity Forum has 
a great history of supporting revolution in the Third World as well as 
supporting the anti-fascist and anti-racist struggles of the American wor- 
king class and people. Newark Student Movement supports the anti-imperial- 
ist politics of the Solidarity Forum and encourages other students to & 
so as well. 

The NEWARK STUDENT MOVEMENT began its work at E.C.C. in September, In 
this short period of time the NSM has widely distributed and discussed 
with students the political line of COUSML. In particular, an extensive 
campaisn was waged under the slogan MAO TSETUNG THOUGHT WILL SHINE FOREVER! 
Also the NSM has begun to combat bourgeois ideology by waging class strug- 
gle in the classroom, At this time, the NEWARK STUDENT MOVEMENT is in midst 
of a campaign to denounce the upcoming presidential elections under the 
Slogan DON'T VOTE THEY'RE ALL THE SAME! This campaign will include a 
public meeting led by the NSM on October 28th.
